DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Although a number of the references cited incorporate some type of deep drawing 
process (e.g see US Patent Nos 5,249,447 and 5,758,475), the prior art fails to teach or 
fairly suggest a method including deep drawing operations to form a beaker with a 
bottom inclined with respect to a longitudinal axis, punching into the bottom a centered 
hole with a rim which is ring-shaped, and cutting a drain opening and a fastening hole 
into the shell. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
